THe Connecticut legislature is camping on the trail 
of itinerant venders with great vigor. Under a new 
statute in the Nutmeg state an itinerant vendor cannot 
éxpose any article for sale without first securing both 
a state and a local license. He must first deposit $500 
with the state treasurer, and then pay $100 more for one 
year’s state license; but before he can do a penny’s worth 
of business in any community he must secure a supple- 
mentary license from the local authorities, the cost of 
which varies. Naturally, these peripatetics object, and 
they will test the constitutionality of the law in the 
courts. Meantime, the officers and directors of the Con- 
necticut State Business Men’s Association, which held 
a meeting in Hartford recently, report that the opera- 
tion of the law so far has been “extremely gratifying 
to the merchants of the state.” 








Indeed an analysis of the general export figures 
of manufactures for the 11 months now available shows 
im most cases an increase over 1900, and that the decrease 
in confined to a few articles and is due, in some cases 
at least, to a fall in price rather than a reduction in 
quantity. In illuminating oils, for instance, the export 
figures for the 11 months ending with May, 1901, show a 
decrease of four and a half million dollars in value, 
but an increase of nearly 50 million gallons, the accurate 
figures being: for 11 months ending with May, 1900, 
gallons, 663,554,528 ; value, $51,753,797 ; and for the 11 
months of 1901, gallons, 711,842,276; value, $47,228,- 
483. Two other great articles of our exports of manufac- 
tures show a reduction in 1901 as compared with 1900, 
viz., copper and cotton manufactures, and these indeed, 
form the chief reduction in the grand totals for the year 
1901 as compared with 1900. In the latter, cotton man- 
ufactures, the reduction is due entirely to temporary con- 
ditions in China. The total exports of cotton manu- 
factures in the 11 months ending with May, 1901, are 
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$17,275,299, against $22,080,583 in the corresponding 
months of last year, a reduction of $4,805,284. 


THE action of the Porto Ricans in promptly accept- 
ing that feature of the Porto Rican act which authorizes 
free trade between the island and the United States is 
likely to give them great advantage over their sister 
islands of the West Indies. At least this is a reasonable 
conclusion from an examination of some figures just 
made public by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, re- 
garding the prosperity which Hawaii enjoyed after the 
reciprocity treaty which admitted the sugar of those 
islands into the United States free of duty. These fig- 
ures show that the sugar production of the Hawaiian 
Islands has increased over 2,000 per cent under the free 
admission of their sugar to the markets of the United 
States, while the other cane sugar producing islands and 
countries have, during that time, suffered great depres- 
sion, and in many cases heavy losses. It was in 1876 
that the reciprocity treaty was made between the United 
States and the Hawaiian Islands. Prior to that date the 
average production of sugar in the islands was but about 
25,000,000 pounds per annum. In five years the pro- 
duction had trebled, in 15 years it was 10 times as 
much, and in 20 years, 20 times as much as before the 
treaty. Within less than 10 years after the ratification 
of the treaty more than $20,000,000 of American capital 
had been invested in the islands, and the total value of 
the sugar production of the islands since the treaty is 
$250,000,000. 


Tue resignation of Consul-General J. G. Stowe 
from the position he has so creditably filled at Cape 
Town emphasizes a weak point in the consular serv- 
ice of the United States that has long been apparent to 
those who have studied the service in detail. Colonel 
Stowe very frankly says that he is compelled to resign 
his position because he cannot live in Cape Town on 
the meager salary attached to the office. The salary of 
the Consul-General at Cape Town is $3,000 per annum, 
a sum that is obviously inadequate to permit a represen- 
tative of the United States Government to maintain 
himself in that office in a manner befitting the im- 
portance of the position and the dignity of the nation 
he represents. There is not even an allowance for travel, 
and the appointee to this or any other consular position 
is obliged to defray the expense of reaching his place out 
of his own funds. This item in the case of Cape Town 
and. many other distant points, represents a very large 
portion of the first year’s salary. 

The inadequacy of compensation is one of the great- 
est features of weakness in the consular system of the 
United States. The inducements are not sufficient to 
attract the class of men best fitted to fill such positions, 
and it often happens that the only men who are avail- 
able for important offices are those who need even the 
meager salaries but lack even the most essential quali- 
fications for the positions. There are many consular 
offices that are filled by men who are able to take them 
solely because they have private incomes with which to 
supplement the small salaries received from the govern- 


ment.

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

We notice an article in the Hardware Dealers’ Mag- 
azine for July, written by Thos. McCracken, secretary 
of the Minnesota Retail Hardware Association, making 
a direct appeal to manufacturers for money contribu- 
tions to carry on the work of the National Retail Hard- 
ware Association. 

While we appreciate the motive that prompted this 
letter, and he also states this was written without our 
knowledge or consent, our position on this point was 
plainly stated in the June issue of the National Hard- 
ware Bulletin, a quarterly publication sent regularly to 
every member of all the different states affiliated with 
the national. It read as follows: 

“It has heretofore, and will continue to be, the aim 
of our association to accept no money to carry on our 
work outside of that contributed by our regular mem- 
bers or those dealers in unaffiliated states who hold 
honorary memberships. There are many manufacturers 
and jobbers who would willingly contribute for the ad- 
vertising this would give them and other purposes not 
necessary to name, but if we are to succeed we must re- 
main independent and under no obligations to any firm 
with whom our interests may clash.” 

We are an organization of retail dealers exclusively, 
working for the individual and general advantage of our 
members, representing millions of invested capital, and 
ought to be self-supporting. All concede that general 
results must be obtained by uniting all organized states 
and working through one head. Admitting this, then 
$1.00, or even $5.00, each should not be prohibitive. 

Some of the manufacturers and jobbers have been 
trespassing upon legitimate and what should be ex- 
clusive retail ground. Others encouraging and aiding 
illegitimate competition, and promulgating new de- 
partures, calculated to eliminate the retail dealer en- 
tirely. We have been trying to get a better understand- 
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ing and mend matters on a friendly, mutual-interest 
basis between manufacturer, jobber and dealer. Our 
attempts have not always met with success, and an ac- 
cumulation of unsettled complaints must be considered 
as nearing the point where the road forks. 

We believe our contentions are right, and in united 
effort will win. ‘These are a few of the reasons why the 
National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association cannot 
accept aid from any manufacturer or jobber.

OBJECTIONS TO THE SIX O’CLOCK START IN 
BRITISH SHOPS. 


The idea which underlies the supposed necessity in 
British shops of the six o'clock start is, that a long 
day’s work is secured. But if masters were always in 
their shops at six, moving about among the men, they 
would see that this early work is, as a rule, the most 
unproductive in the day. Those who make a casual 
early visit once in a moon to their works just to wake 
up the men and the foremen, might as well save them- 
selves the trouble for aught they learn thereby. They 
do not see the many leakages that go on, and neither 
are they qualified by experience to estimate the subtle 
difference between the men in those early hours and those 
who start work under better physiological conditions. 
In these flying visits they see only that time is “put in,” 
and time instead of energy is the common measure of 
work done in the factory. Very often the writer has 
observed that men, after losing quarters, have got 
through more work in the day than others who com- 
menced at six o’clock. The loss of time in quarter days 
—“knocking off corners”—is obvious; but energy losses 
do not show directly in the books, nor are they always 
apparent to those who suffer thereby. 

Nor does the mischief consist alone in broken rest. 
Early rising carries with it exhausting conditions. Men

are hungry, and slack in consequence of going out into 
the raw cold without food or warm drink in the stomach, 
and having to work thus for two hours and a half before 
breaking fast. Often they get wet, and stand in wet 
clothes and boots without the fortifying influence 
ifforded by food at the proper time. 

The darkness of winter mornings favors skulking, 
to which the badly lighted state of many shops is favor- 
able. Men have to hurry to get nya the gates by 
time. Then opportunities are taken to lace up boots, 
and finish a too hasty toilet, pe rhaps to surreptitiously 
warm a cup of coffee, and to rub and warm chilled 
hands and limbs. Work is nearly always slack before 
breakfast owing to the raw environment, for well- 
warmed shops are as yet exceptional in Great Britain. 
These things are necessarily winked but if a fore- 
man or manager appear, the men are alive for the time, 
and put on a spurt which does not last. Joseph Horner 
in “Cassier’s Magazine.”
